Foreign Office telegram No.19-. 

Policy tentatively adopted last summer was that no 
facilities should be offered to Ethiopians for entry except 
in transit since the uneducated classes tend to become a 
police problem while the educated classes would constitute 
political problem both locally and vis-a-vis the Italians. 

Our experience in the cases of Imeru and the sons 
of Belatengheta Heroui has confirmed the wisdom of this 
course, and I am strongly averse to the granting of any 
facilities even temporary settlement of Amhara-or Galla 
refugees. 

In the present case I propose to detain the party 
at Roseires, where they are suitably accommodated, until 
arrangements can be made for their transfer to another 
country or their return to Ethiopiae With the establishment 
of friendly relations on the Sudan frontier the latter may 
prove possible except in the case of “wanted" persons. 

Apart from them, there are in the Sudan at present 
only five known destitute Ethiopians for whose upkeep the 
Emperor has so far provided £100 and it is the intention 
that they should return to Ethiopia when conditions are more 
settled. 

Though this policy must, of course, be subject to 
modification in exceptional cases, I feel that it is the 


best for general purposes.

No.4 of 20th January last in which I have been asked 
to submit a comprehensive report on the situation in regard 
to refugees entering the Sudan from Ethiopia, and a 
statement of Sudan policy in that respect, I am also 
requested to state to what extent such refugees involve 
an extra charge on the Sudan Government and whether 
financial assistance, if obtainable from unofficial sources, 


would be useful or desirable, 


2. The various situations with which the Sudan Government 
has been called upon to deal during the Italian conquest 
of Ethiopia have been of such kinds that it has been 
necessary to seek the advice of His Majesty's Government 
as circumstances have demanded with the object of taking 
measures suited to the political and humanitarian needs of 
the moment, rather than to follow a pre-ordained policy 
based on previous experience, The refugee problem (so 
far as it has existed) divides itself naturally into four 
divisions, which are more or less distinct as regards 


time and the areas involved; 


I, February, 1935 to September, 1935, when

3 Period I. February to September, 1935. 


A provisional policy for the disposal of refugees 
expected from Ethiopia or Eritrea was framed early in 
1935 on the following lines: (A) Unarmed persons, These 
were expected to be principally local tribesmen of negroid 
extraction removing their families from disturbed areas; 
they were to be treated as ordinary immigrants and allowed 
to settle, It was thought that after a formal declaration 
of war some form of internment would be required for 
recognisable Eritreans and Ethiopians, if it were to 
prove impossible for political reasons to allow them to 
return across the border to their ow countries, 

(B) Armed persons, If these 
were to surrender their arms voluntarily it would be 
possible in most cases to treat them as unarmed persons 
up to the time of a declaration of war, but it was expected

By September, 1935 arrangements for the reception and 
disposal of refugees in Kassala (estimated at a maximum 
of 500 armed and 2000 unarmed immigrants, including local 
negroids) had already been coordinated with the Sudan 
Defence Force and the departments concerned, The 
intention was that armed bodies should be detained for 
an undefined period in concentration camps, but that 
ordinary refugees would only be detained while under 
medical observation, and would then be permitted to settle 


or return to their country as they wished, 


lh. Period II. October 1935 to May 1936. 


As events curnsaas large influx of refugees requiring 
special measures took place, partly owing to the fact that 
there were no hostilities near the Sudan border and partly 
to the rapidity of the Italian advance down the border to 
Ethiopian Gallabat, which allowed no time for preliminary 
alarm among the population, Before April 1936 only two 
Ethiopians from Captia and a score of Sudanese or West 
Africans had entered Kassala Province, and when the occupat- 
ation of the Ethiopian village adjoining Gallabat took 
place only thirty one Amhara from Gondar, Gojjam, Beguemedir 
and Simien sought refuge on the Sudan side (Appendix A). 

The party which arrived with Kantiba Desta, the Mayor of 
Gondar, requested permission to return to Ethiopia via 
Roseires, and this was granted, though all arms were detained, 
Later in the year the Kantiba and some of his party again 
entered the Sudan from Sayo (Appendix B).- Another party

5e Period III. May 1936 to October 1936. 


After the Italian occupation of Addis Ababa in May 
1936, though many Amhara fled from the Central Plateau 
towards the west there was very little inclination to 
leave the country, The Italian advance was known to be 
held up by the rainy season and the roads were rendered 
unsafe by bandits, A provisional administration was 
formed at Gore where there was little danger to life at that 
time, and, with a few exceptions, those who wished to 
come to Khartoum had rather the object of establishing 
themselves and their families there pending a resumption 
of hostilities against the Italians than of seeking refuge, 
It was therefore necessary to examine the bona fides of 
Ethiopians wishing to take the river steamers from Gambeila, 
and though genuine applications for evacuation to the Sudan 
or for transit through the Sudan were not refused, several 
individuals (including two Sayo officials who had left 
with funds belonging to the Ethiopian Customs Department) 
were advised by the District Commissioner to go to Gore

The general policy adopted at the outset was that

6. During this period, however, the main preoccupation 
was not with Ethiopians wishing to evacuate their country 
but with those already evacuated wishing to return to Gore 
for the organisation of either peace negotiations or 
further hostilities with the Italians, After serious 
consideration, in which the impropriety of permitting such 
movements through the Sudan was weighed against the feeling 
that the obstruction of free transit through the Sudan 
would be unjustified, transit visas were in fact issued 
to a number of high Ethiopian officials, For various 
reasons, including no doubt the strong anti-Amhara feeling 
among the Galla of Western Ethiopia, none of the more 


important officials availed himself of this permit, 


The obscurity of the situation, and the need for 
caution on the part of the Sudan in handling these 
problems, are indicated by a formal request received on 
August 114th from the Gore Administration, through His 
Britannic Majesty's Consul, that in view of the settled 
conditions in Western Ethiopia all Ethiopian refugees 
resident in Palestine, Turkey and elsewhere should now return

7- An outstanding example of the abuse of assistance 
rendered to a person who was thought to be a bona fide 
refugee is afforded by the case of George (Fikada Sillassie) 
Herouy, son of the late Ethiopian Foreign Minister. At 
the urgent request of His Britannic Majesty's Consul, Gore, 
who had be@m assured that Mr.Herouy's life was in danger, 
he was conveyed from Gore to Malakal in an aircraft sent by 
the League of Nations Union to investigate conditions 
with regard to Red Cross work in Western Ethiopia. This 
was done without reference to the Sudan Government, and 
the propriety of the act was questioned; assurances 
were however received that the case was bona fide. After 
visiting London George Herouy returned again to the Sudan, 
declaring that his visit had been private and that he now 
wished to return to his family in Gore. Facilities were 
granted, but according to His Britannic Majesty's Consul 
he carried with him despatches and a bellicose policy 
which materially helped to change the situation in Western 
Ethiopia; and he was largely instrumental in altering the 
intentions of Ras Imeru and drawing him into fresh

8. The individuals evacuated through Gambeila during this 
period are shown in Appendix B, in their several categories,

9. Period IV. October 1936 to February 1937. 
The fourth period for the purposes of this despatch, 


covering the Italian occupation of Western Ethiopia, has 
been characterised by a lack of sensational incident, so 

far as the area adjoining the Sudan is concerned, Military 
operations along the Sudan border have taken the form of 

a steady penetration into Beni Shangul from the north, with 
the prior agreement of the local chiefs, while large scale 
operations designed to deal with hostile Ethiopian combinat= 
ions have been carried out by columns moving westwards 

from Addis Ababa, Nekempti, the principal town of 
Wallega was occupied in agreement with the Galla ruler, 
Hapte Mariam, while at Sayo and the Ethiopian village of 
Gambeila the way was also prepared in advance by the local

Conditions on the Sudan border were only disturbed by 
the internecine fighting of the nonagenarian Arab chief 
Sheikh Khogali Hassan with his neighbours, and this has 
resulted in the temporary immigration of some 1500 Arab, 
Berta and Koma refugees between Kurmuk and Daga Post.

40. The number of Ethiopian refugees who have entered 

the Sudan through Qeissan and Kurmuk during this period 

is forty seven (Appendix C). All, with the exception 

of a few who returned independently to Ethiopia, were 
disarmed and removed to Roseires at a distance from the 
frontier, where suitable accommodation was available, None 
was forbidden entry, and none of them was destitute, There 
have moreover been no cases of wounded or sick refugees 

as might have been expected if there had been fighting near 
the Sudan frontier, Transport from the frontier to 
Roseires was either arranged by the refugees themselves or 
provided by empty Sudan Defence Force vehicles returning 
from Qeissan and Kurmuk, 

Pending a decision as to the place of their future 
settlement these refugees are being detained at Roseires, 
The largest party is that of Belata Daressa, the late 
Governor of Guma Province, and this numbers fifteen persons, 
He has his own resources, amounting to between £.1500 and 
£e2000, and he has received telegraphic notification of the 
despatch of a sum of £.4100 from the Ethiopian Foreign 
Minister in England, If their stay in the Sudan is

14-¢ It will be apparent from the foregoing summary that 

a refugee problem in the ordinary sense of the word has not 
arisen, and that such persons as have entered the Sudan 
have involved either no extra charge or only negligible 
expenditure, With the almost complete occupation of 
Western Ethiopia by the Italian forces it is not expected 
that any further large influx will take place, though 
discontented individuals or parties of fugitives may cross 
the frontier from time to time, The occupation of Maji 
in the extreme south west may result in the arrival of a 
few Amhara in the Boma Plateau. area, Some of the Amhara 
and Galla may wish to return to Ethiopia when conditions 
are more settled; the disposal of the others, if any, 
must await consideration in the light of circumstances, 
but it is unlikely that the Sudan Government Will be able

Owing to the much work you are occupied with I 
have not had the chance of explaining to you in full the 
conditions under which I was forced to leave my country. 


(a) Just after the Italians have occupied Addis 
Ababa, Dadjazmatch Hapti Mariam, the Governor 
of Wallaga Province communicated with all the Galla chiefs 
of Western Province below Gudar River asking to be under 
British Protection. Their answer being accordingly they 
have signed up in agreement with the above proposals. 


As head of the delegation to the British 
Government for the negotiation in regard to the above 
demand they elected my son Yilma Deressa because he was 
educated and brought up in London. Accordingly he went 
down to Gambeila and communicated with His Majesty's 
Government, He has pointed out that the people of Galla 
are different tribally and provincially from the people 
of Amhara, that they have been administered by their own 
chiefs only paying a definite yearly tribute to the 
Central Government. 


(bd) They sent their request through Captain 

Maurice at Gambeila to ask officially the 
Foreign Office London saying that the people of Galla 
(Western Ethiopia) have decided and agreed to be governed 
under British Protection rather than to be under Italians. 


After exchange of ideas by telegram our demand 
have failed unfortunately to our bad luck. The news of 
this negotiation came to be known by the Italians and 
other nations. Consequently the Italians put in their 
mind that all the above decision was made up by my son 
and myself. As the result on their arrival at Wallaga 
they confiscated all my personal effects and property, and 
hunted to arrest both my son and myself, after which we 
were obliged to engage ourselves with H.E. Ras Emirou for 
resistance. During the riot my son followed H.E. Ras 
Emirou, and myself came to this country as a refugee to 
save my life from the enemy. Previously when we took up 
the work of this delegation, we hoped that we would save 
our country from the unjust and cruel Italian rule, if 
not to leave the country and live in British colony taking 
up any enterprises such as commerce or farming or the like 
to make a living. Having full confidence in His Majesty's 
Government we undertook all the risks to save our lives. 
Such is the case under which I had to leave ny country. 

I would therefore be much pleased that you will consider 
my situation, and understand that we are by all means 
innocent people who would like and beg to live as refugees 
in your colony and we are not people who will indulge in 
any sort of things which is against the law of Government.

Dear Sir, 
Abyssinian Relief Fund. 

In September last a Committee was formed for the purpose of 
raising funds with the object of instituting a home in Western 
Abyssinia for the purpose of succouring destitute women and 
children of that country. I enclose reprint of an article 
which appeared in the Glasgow Evening Citizen of September 30th, 
1936, which states the objects of the Fund and the names of the 
members of the Committee. 

Unfortunately the appeal did not meet with public support 
and only a small sum has been raised, and it is now realised 
that it is quite impossible to contemplate the fulfilment of the 
proposed scheme, 

The Committee have therefore decided to discontinue their 
appeal and devote the money raised to assist in succouring the 
Abyssinian Refugees who have gone to the Sudan. I have 
accordingly been instructed to ask you if you would be good 
enough to advise me of the name and address of any responsible 
person in the Sudan who would undertake to distribute the sum 
of money which has been raised, about £150, for the benefit of 
Such refugees. 

If you cannot yourself give me the name of such a person I 
should be oblired if you could refer me to the appropriate 
government official in the Sudan to whom I might apply for the 
information.
